days that they are suffering from the 
invasion of “jiggers." 
Although of brief duration, the har­ 
vest disease, as it is commonly known, 
is one of 
the 
most 
annoying 
and 
troublesome complaints 
of the 
sum­ 
mer season. 
It is of frequent occur­ 
rence. seldom recognized, and widely 
disseminated. The disease is generally 
ascribed -to errors of diet, over-exer­ 
tion or poisoning, and but few’ of the 
afflicted are aware that the cause 
of 
their suffering is a minute six-legged 
insect, says a U. S. health service bul­ 
letin. This, in Gettysburg, is 
known 
as the “jigger.” 
When lodged upon the 
skin 
they 
immediately select a 
favorable 
site 
and rapidly begin to 
penetrate 
the 
outer layers by burrowing. The trou­ 
ble begins at this stage. 
The irrita­ 
tion, at first mild, becomes intense as 
the burrowing proceeds and is accom­ 
panied by redness, swelling 
and ’ in­ 
flammation. 
Frequently the eruption 
resembles that of hiv^s or even ecze- 
( ma and the itching is so severe 
that 
! lesions due to violent scratching may 
I ensue.

Twice within the past three months 
little Reginald Pfeffer, the 
ten-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. John Pfeffer, 
of Littlestown has had narrow escapes 
from death. 
Just ten weeks ago he narrowly es­ 
caped asphyxiation at the 
home 
of 
his aunt, Mrs. Margaret 
Forney,

Hanover, and on Wednesday, he barely 
came out of an anaesthetic, due to his 
generally weakened condition. 
On that day the lad had been play­ 
ing on a hay wagon, in the alley

knee. Screaming with pain he ran to 
the house for his mother, who immed­ 
iately took him to the office of Dr. II. 
E. dottier. 
Here the youngster pleaded for eth­ 
er before the stitches were 
made in 
the wound, and it wras just 
as 
the 
physician had finished this 
that 
he 
noticed the lad was in a critical 
con­ 
dition. The boy’s mother, greatly ex­ 
cited, ran to the street just as an au­ 
tomobile was going by and the driver 
jumped from his car, saying that 
he 
was a physician and volunteered 
his 
services. 
It later developed that he was from 
Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, 
Baltimore, 
but he did not give his name.

S. Grouse had been summoned and the 
three physicians worked with the lad 
quite a while before he was pronounc­ 
ed out of danger.

authorized capital stock of $70,000. 
The meeting was for the purpose of

cided to increase this to $70,000. The 
subscriptions for stock will be paid in 
three installments, as follows: 
Octo­ 
ber I, 25 per cent; 
January I, 1916, 
25 per cent; April I, 1916, 50 per cent. 
With an authorized capital of $70,- 
000, it is stated that under the 
law, 
$35,000 stock would have to he 
sub­ 
scribed to, which would provide 
for 
the $8,000, which was paid 
for 
the 
portion of the road beyond 
Abbotts­ 
town, not torn up; and for reconstruc­ 
tion of road that was torn up and for 
operating.
